Launch of the "iBlauder" aud Description of 
the Vessel— Notes on the Ulasgow Ex- 
hibition, Etc. 

Dear Colonist, - In my last letter I 
stated that Capt. John living when here 
had placed an order for a steamer with 
Messrs. Napier. Shanks & Bell. During 
the last few months such progress has 
been made that yesterday she was launched 
from the stocks at Yuker. She is a twin 
screw steamer of special type and hand- 
some appearance, designed to meet the re- 
quirements of the Canadian Pacific Navi- 
gation company, in rapid and comfortable 
conveyance of passengers between Vic- 
toria and Vancouver. In dimension she 
is 240 feet long, 42 feet broad — gross ton- 
nage 1,000 tons. There are ranges of cab- 
ins built on the main deck and the spar 
deck, American fashion, with a shade deck 
above all, which can be used as a promen- 
ade. Not being intended for cargo the 
whole of the decks and deck-houses are 
devoted to DtW|Ren ff er accommodation, 
which is really of elaborate and superior 
description. The deck fittings include 
steam gearing for steering, steam wind- 
lass aud capstan. The vessel is also fitted 
with electric light throughout. 1 noticed 
also the panel pictures for the beautiful 
saloon, done by Mr. Lauder, a local artist 
of note. Among others 1 recognized 
views of "Sir Donald," from the Glacier 
Hotel, the sweep of tho Thompson river, 
t he landing place at Knmloops, the Spuz- 
zum, Yale mountain and a sweet little bit 
of Vancouver Island.

THE SHENANDOAH TRAGEDY. 

Particulars of Hie Murders Committed by the 
Desperado Gallop— The Assassin Shot 
Dead and His Body Dragged 
Through the Streets With 
a Rope. 

ISpoclal to THE Colonist.] 
Shenandoah, Ga., Aug. 13. — Great ex- 
citement still prevails here over the ter- 
rible tragedies of last Saturday night. 
The lateness of the hour prevented full 
particulars of the murders and the events 
following it from being sent on that night. 
At the home of Gallop the family, con- 
sisting of old Samuel Gallop, his wife, 
Frank and Charlie, their two sohs'.Frank's 
wife and some small children, a family 
row was in progress about nine o'clock in 
the evening. Frank and Charlie were 
beating the old man when F. J. Pine, 
a hardware merchant of this [dace, Win. 
Reinig, a drug clerk, and Mr. Patterson, 
a travelling man, wont to the Gallop 
house to see what the trouble was. Frank 
Gallop came from the houso and fired a 
shut which entered Pine's breast, killing 
him instantly. Those with Pine at once 
gave the alarm and in a very few minutes 

0,00 excited citizens 
were at tho scene. Frank Gallop was 
known t<( bo a desperate inai| when 
aroused, and it was deemed best to call 
out Company E of the nth regiment, State 
militia, to assist in capturing him. On 
tho arrival of the militia at the scene, a 
line was formed around the Gallop place, 
winch included a garden containing some 
trees aud shrubbery. In a short time 
Frank Gallop was heard by one of the 
guards in the rear of tho houso calling 
f rom the shrubbery it. the garden to his 
wife in the house. At the same time old 
man Gallop and his wife were assuring 
those in front of the hoime that Frank 
had lied, and invited them to search the 
house and satisfy themselves.

LONDON, Aug. 14. A largo portion of 
Turkey and the Balkan Statesare infested 
with brigands and thoir number is rapidly 
growing.

habitants ib increasing to such an extent 
that many of t hem are leaving I heir homes 
and taking refuge in the larger tonus. 
Recently a band of brigands invaded a 
Roumanian tow n and captured tho daugh- 
ter of a peasant, a young girl famed in 
that locality for her beauty. The chief 
of the band, wishing to make the girl his 
wife, had a mock marriage ceremony per- 
formed, one of the band personal ing a 
priest. He soul a messenger to the vill- 
age authorities informing them of the 
marriage and demanding tjiut it be form 
idly registered on the books, it proceeding 
which would render flu; ceremony valid. 
The authorities refused to comply with 
the demand and the chief sent the mosson 
ger back with his ultimatum, w hich was 
that ho would sack the village if his de- 
mands were not immediately acceded to. 
The ollicials are now endeavoring lo gain 
time by parleying ivitll the chief, hoping, 
meanwhile, to be able to recover the girl 
by stealth.

London, Aug. 14. — The recent action 
of Italy with regard to Maissowah and 
other events in Africa have stimulated the 
belief by the governments of England and 
Belgium that affairs in that, country re- 
quire immediate attention with a view of a 
more comprehensive and equitable regu- 
lation, and a movement is on foot to so- 
cure the appointment of a new African 
conference in which all the powers shall 
be represented. The questions proposed 
to be discussed by the conference will 
have special reference to annexation, and 
this fact may possibly excite sufficient 
influence upon the interested powers to 
Induce them to acquiesce in the represen- 
tations put forward favoring the re-open- 
ing of tho vexed African question. King 
Leopold is actively pressing the scheme, 
and it is understood his decision to visit 
England was in a great measure influenced 
by the hope that he might accelerate its 
Consummation.

Japanese papers give full details of tho 
torriblo eruption at Bandai-Leon. The 
number of livos lost is still estimated at. 
500. Nearly four thousand people were 
injured. At the latest reports tho moun- 
tain was still smoking, and to add to the 
misery of the many hopoloss inhabitants, 
tho River Nagasaki, in the vicinity, has 
been so dammed up by sand and ashon 
that, there is imminent danger of an inun- 
dation.

CHARLES CROCKER DEAD. 

In the death of Charles Crocker all that 
is best in western civilization sustains a 
serious loss. A pioneer of the pioneers, 
with a soul unsullied by any taint of evil, 
ho who lies dead to-day at Monterey 
leaves behind him us a precious inherit- 
ance to his children the record of an hon- 
orable, manly career, devoted to the bes^ 
interests of those among whom ho spent 
the larger portion of his life. Not alone 
was his enterprising spirit confined to 
California, for his adventures have ex- 
tended along tho whole Pacific Coast, 
even to this province. In con- 
junction with Hon. Mr. Duus- 
inuir, who was inexpressibly shocked 
upon receiving telegraphic intelligence 
last evening from Colonel C. P. Crocker of 
his father's death after throo days illness, 
he has used his wealth in the develop- 
ment of British Columbia, and had he 
lived would undoubtedly have become a still 
more prominent figure in its successful 
building up. But he has gone in tho full- 
ness of his years to receive the reward of 
a well spent life — a life that was essen- 
tially Chriati.ni in its character, useful in 
its zeal for the public good and noble in 
the broadness of its charity and the sin- 
cerity of its fri eudships. Such a life has 
not been lived in vain.

The assiduous reader of newspapers is 
not long in finding out that the saying 
"truth is stranger than fiction" is being 
every day manifested in real life. He 
sees in tho records of the courts and in 
the news of the day, the materials for ro- 
mances, more wonderful and apparently 
less true to experience than oven one 
written by Scott or Dickens or Thacker- 
ay. He finds in them incidents more 
strange and startling, and characters more 
"unnatural" and grotesque than the most 
vivid fancy of the boldest writer of fiction 
ever ventured to- create. Any novelist 
who should introduce into one of his 
works a respected rector of an English 
parish who not only had no right to oxer- 
ciso the function of a priest, but who, 
base-born in tho strictest sense, had by a 
series of frauds become a son-in-law of 
I ho aristocratic patorn of the living ho 
held would bo ridiculed and condemned 
by the critics. They would be ready to 
show by arguments apparently irrefuta- 
ble that it would be simply impossible 
for any impostor, no matter how specious 
he might be to become the rector of a 
parish in England, Even if he were clov- 
er enough to impose upon the patron he 
could not deceive tho ecclesiastical author- 
ities, who would not induct him into the 
rectorship without the clearest proofs of 
has ordination. But what would be so 
strange as to be considered in- 
credible by intelligent people 
acquainted with the government 
of tho English Church and the usages of 
English society has actually taken place. 
The Rev. George Frederick Wilfrid Ellis 
was for tivo years rector of the parish 
of Wotheringsett in Suffolk. The living, 
which is worth $-1000 a year, had been 
presented to him by his father-in-law, and 
the presentation had been approved by 
the Bishop of Norwich, The Rev. G, P. 
W. Ellis had been received by the gentry 
of the neighborhood. He had directed 
the charities of the parish, superintended 
its schools, married lovers, baptized chil- 
dren and buried tho dead. Yet it was at 
last discovered that he was nothing more 
than an impudent adventurer. Enquiry 
proved that he was the illegitimate ch 
of a woman who afterwards married 
dealer in rabbit, skins, lie was educated 
in tho village school, and was apprenticed 
to a tailor. The boy was ambitious and 
clover. He became in course of time 
teacher in a Roman Catholic School. He 
joined the Church of England, and after a 
while passed himself off as a clergyman. 
He officiated as such in various parts of 
England. He wound himself into the 
good graces of the patron of the rector 
ship of Wethoringsett. He represented 
himself to be a converted priest of tin 
Church of Rome. He knew that Catho 
lie priests are admitted into orders in the 
Church ot England without any cere 
mony of re-ordination. In order to satis- 
fy the Bishop of Norwich he produced 
certificates ot ordination bearing the seal 
and signature of the Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Salford. They were in proper 
form, but on examination it was proved 
that they wor« forgeries. But they were 
at the time satisfactory to tho Anglican 
bishop, and Mr. Ellis was inducted into 
the rectorship. He kept up the decep- 
tion successfully for five years. Suspi 
cion was at last aroused. Enquiries were 
made, and he was prosecuted for having 
performed tho ceremony of marriage with- 
out due authority, and forging certificates 
of ordination, aud sentenced to soven 
years penal servitude. Few things. in fic- 
tion are at first sight more impossible 
than the career of this sham clergyman of 
the Church of England.

I beg to state thoy 
were all invited by public circulars without 
any exception. They argue that " med- 
ical etiquette" would not allow them to 
join in such matters except by special in- 
vitation. Medical fiddlesticks ! Why 
should they be run after more than any 
other class of tho community ? They do 
not work for love, but adopt their profes 
sion for a living as each of us does in his 
own immediate sphere. 

Now, Doctor, you can rest assured the 
committee have nothing whatever to keep 
back, and fear neither the subscribers nor 
any class of the people. They have kept 
their hands free from all jobbery in the 
undertaking, and although differences of 
pinion do exist, they have endeavored to 
execute their difficult task without the 
four or favor of any man. When this 
ceases to bo their ruling object you may 
Upend on it that poor suffering humanity 
will be the loser, however much the med- 
ical profession may like to air their little 
peculiarities, 

I had hoped to have soon the matter 
brought to a successful issue during tho 
present month. It is high time the pres- 
nt vacillation should cease, otherwise we 
shall become a laughing stock to the pro- 
vince, unless tho work is proceeded with 
it once.

POLICE COURT. 

[Before Judge IMchards.l 

Ah Cheo was charged with attempting 
to supply liquor to the Indians, lie was 
remanded for one day. 

George Hughes pleaded guilty to the 
charge of supplying liquor to the Indians 
and was sentenced to three months' im- 
prisonment. 

Harry Bonny was charged with bring- 
ing stolen goods into Canada. Mr. F. G. 
Walker asked on behalf of the prisoner 
for a remand for one day, but his honor 
decided to take the evidence of Officer 
Mitten which is follows: 

Between 1 1 and 12 o'clock last night it 
was reported to me by a young man that 
ho had been robbed in Seattle of valua- 
bles and he kr.ew whore the thief was in 
this city. In company with the Superin- 
tendent I went to a house of ill-fame in 
Trounce alley; found prisoner there and 
ho was pointed out to me as the man who 
committed tho robbery. 

He admitted having taken the stolen 
property, including a diamond ring and 
two other rings, a pin and ten dollars in 
money, a gold watch and chain, a silver 
watch and some other things. When I 
went in to arrest him, he said, "hold on," 
stepped back anil drew a loaded revolver 
on me; 1 caught his hand and thrust it 
over his shoulder, and the Superintend- 
ent caught his hand from behind. His 
honor being again requested, granted a 
remand until Thursday. 

The charge against Mary, a songish In- 
dian woman, of being in possession of an 
intoxicant was withdrawn, and Johnny, 
an Indian, charged with stealing a watch 
from George Buck, was dismissed. 



SUPREME COURT. 

(Before Gray, J., and a special jury.) 

Aug. 14, 1888, 

Hendry tw. Corporation of the City of 
Victoria. This was an action for tho sum 
of $750, the amount of six months salary, 
alleged by the plaintiff to bo due to him 
in lieu os six month*' notice of dismissal. 
The plaintiff, it appeared, had been in the 
employ of the Corporation for several 
years past as Superintendent and Engin 
eer of the City Water Works, and had 
been appointed by a special by-lai 
of the terms of which was that he shov 
before dismissal be entitled to six montl 
notice of the same. In March last he 
received a notification that his services 
would not bo required after the end of tho 
following month, no cause of complaint 
being conveyed to him for such action. 
The facts of the case were practically ad- 
mitted, and no witnesses wore called for 
the defence. 

Counsel for the defence argued that the 
plaintiff must be non-suited on the 
grounds, firstly, that so much of the by 
law as provided for six months' notice of 
dismissal, was ultra vires as not being 
warranted by the Municipality Acts or 
tho Water Works Statute which it was 
claimed gave merely the right to appoint 
and fix the amount of salary ; secondly, 
that t he provision was unreasonable and 
void for want of mutuality, the Corpora- 
tion being bound to give the notice, with- 
out, an}' corresponding obligation being 
imposed on Mr. Hendry, and thirdly, 
that the right to six months' notice was 
taken away by the Municipality Act, 
1881, which enacts that any officer of the 
Corporation may be discharged upon 
thirty days' notice, which in this case had 
been given. 

His_ Lordship said he should reserve the 
points taken, for future consideration, 
but at present, for ihe purpose of this 
trial, should direct the jury that the by- 
law was enforceable, and to find whether 
a contract existed between the parties for 
six months' notice : if so, had there 
been a breach of that contract, and to 
what amount of damages is the plaintiff 
entitled for such breach ! 

The jury, after an absence of a few 
minutes, answered the questions sub- 
mitted in the affirmative, finding a gen- 
eral verdict for plaintiff in the amount 
claimed, *750. 

Judgment was reserved for thepurpo.se 
of having the legal points argued.
